This is the plat- 
form of the Social Revolutionists. an 
anti-Bolshevist organization, which 
in’ a fair election would certainly 
‘sweep the Bolshevists ,from power. 
The trouble with this ‘party as with 
several others which are alike in 
their common hatred of Bolshevism 
is that they have no’ opporunity of 
putting their views before the public. 
The only newspapers that are per- 
mitted to appear are controlled by 
the Bolshevists. Public meetings of 
protest are forbidden. 

Secret organization is beset with 
as many,difficulties as surrounded the 
Nihilists in the days of czardom, 
Spies swarm everywhere. One of the 
seasons why the Bolshevist revolu- 
iion sueceeded and has been able'to 
nerpeiuatie itself is that Lenine and 
Protzky took over the Extraordinary 
Commission, the highly organized se- 
sret service of*the ezar. These spics 
senve their new masters faithfully be- 
sause they must. The Reds have con- 
trol of the means of. distributing 
food, and at their will an individual, 
a family, or a community conld be 
brought to starvation. The spies are 
well paid and their families are well 
supplied with food. It was as much 
due to the work of these spies as to 
the efforts of the Red armies that 
preceding revolts have been crushed, 
and Sir Paul thinks it will be hardly 
short of a miracle if the present re- 
bellion is not quelled. 

Sir Paul Dukes’ adventures in Rus- 
sia were of the sensational order. 
When war broke out, Dukes was a 
young man, assistant manager of the 
imperial opera in Petrograd, he had 
spent most of his youth in the coun- 
try, spoke Russian like a native and 
had many Russian friends. At the 
time he was writing for English 
newspapers and niagazines and was 
a regular correspondent of the Lon- 
don Times. He became a member of, 
the Anglo-Russian commission, and 
in 1917 took an active part in the 
revolution that established Kerensky 
for a brief period. When the Reds 
‘triumphed he attached himself to the 
American: Y¥.M.C.A. until this organi- 
zation was expelled from Russia. 
Then Dukes returned to England and 
became a member of the British Se- 
eret Service. In 1918 he proceeded 
to Stockholm to await an opportunity 
of slipping into Russia, and neatly 
avoided a trap set for him by Litvin- 
off, who tried to lure him to Petro- 
grad, evidently for the purpose of 
making away with him. 

In September, Capt. Crombie, the 
British Naval Intelligence Officer, was 
murdered at Petrograd, and Dukes 
determined to go there to take over 
his duties. In Finland he let his hair 
and heard grow, acquired the clothes 
of a Russian peasant, and bribed 
some Finns to row him across a river

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Glass From. Soot. 


We have all heard the story of how 
glass was invented—that shipwreck- 
ed sailors built fire on the sands and 
that the heat of the fire melted the 
sand and turned it into glass. 

Sad as it Is to turn down the leg- 
+ ends of our childhood, this one must 
go with the rest. Apart from the fact 
that glass was known to the Egyp- 
tians 5,200 years ago, no ofdinary 
fire could melt sand. Another objec- 
tion is that glass is not made of sand 
alone, but of a mixture of flinty sand 
with an alkaline earth such as lime, 

Few of us realize to what extent 
we depend on glass. We might put 
up with tale or oiled silk for win- 
dows, but just think how many peo- 
ple would be reduced to practical 
blindness without spectacles! 

Where would science be without 
the misroscope and telescope? With- 
out glass we should know nothing 
about microbes ortthe causes of dis- 
ease, Botany and natural history 
could never have progressed at all. 

In old days the sand used for the 
best glass: was that brought from 
Mount Carmel to’ the mouth of the 
river Belus; to-day we get our best 
sand from Bpinal, in Belgium, Paris, 
and County Donegal in Ireland. This 
is mixed with sulphate of soda in or- 
der to produce the best flint glass. 

All sorts of things are used jin the 
manufacture of different kinds of 
glass, including flue dust, which sup- 
plies potash and lead in the form of 
red lead or lead rust. For coloring 
glass, such metals as iron, copper, 
nickel, manganese, aluminium, co- 
balt, and ¢hromium are employed. 


Making Cotton Fireproof, 
A process has been devised for 
treating baled cotton with a chemi-— 
eal. compound which renders it~ 
flame and spark proof and at the 
time apparently provides an 
inch or two of cotton in condition to — 
aid in rapid drying without deterior- 
ation in case a bale is exposed to 
weather. On an average 20,000 balea © 
of cotton are destroyed by fire befo 
the crop is marketed, and most of - 
this loss can be traced to flash or 
spark fire.

It is quite apparent that Germany, 
if she will tax her people as France 
and Britain are doing, can handle her 
own debt and pay enormous sums by 
way of reparation to the Allies, with- 
out being in a relatively bad position.

Philosophy of Literary Man Who 
Refused a Title. 


“Four names stand out as super 
distinguished in the Engiish fiction 
of to-day—-Thomas Hardy, Rudyard 
Kipling, Joseph Conrad, -and John 
Galsworthy,”’ writes Mr. Clement 
Shorter. in the London Sphere. 

“A fow years ago we would not 
have mindé4, but to-day it is a, relief 
to all lovers of the artist in litera- 
ture that these four men are untitled, 
and that at least three of them have 
refused the dubious honor. Two ofthe 
four have made an equal reputation in 
prose and poetry, the other two in 
fiction and the drama. Mr. Gals- 
worthy is the least a story-teller of 
them all, but he is a great artist 
nevertheless. His gift is that of an 
axtremely brilliant essayist or bio- 
zhapher, potent to fathom the mo- 
‘jves of individuals. 

“All Mr. Galsworthy’s philosophy 
‘s summoned up in the following— 
‘Sixty-four years that favored pro- 
perty, and had made the upper 
middle-class; buttressed, chiselled, 
nolished it, till it was almost indis- 
tinguishable in manners, morals, 
speech, appearance, habit, and soul 
from the nobility. An epoch which 
had gilded -individual liberty so that 
if a man had money he was free in 
law and fact, and if he had not 
tiioney he was free in law and not 
in fact. Anti éra which had canonized 
hypocrisy, so that to seem lO >be ree. 
spectable was to be. A great age, 
whose transmuting influence nothing 
had escaped save the nature/ of man 
and the nature cf the universe.’ 

“These words are written In refer- 
ence to tha death of Queen Victoria. 
Never has any writer touched the 
comfortable, ‘propertied, upper-mid- 
dle class that lives. in the best 
houses, that gives the-best dinners, 
with a surer touch than has Mr. Gals- 
worthy. Thackeray's brilliant work 
in the same direction is mere fan- 
tasy in comparison—which is not ne- 
cessarily to say that Mr. Galsworthy 
is a greater artist than Thackeray, 
but he-sees more deeply into the 
motives. which guide man.”

_ Writing on “Britain and France”’ 
in the “Anglo-French Review,” Mr. 
W. H. Helm sums up the root cause 
of the various disagreements between 
the two countries, and assesses their 
real value, in a single anecdote. 

“Some years ago,” he says, “J ‘was 
junching at an inn among the corn- 
fields of Picardy. Seeing, or perhaps 
more assuredly hearing, that I was 
English, one of the small company 
at the table d’hote (truly such, for 
the landlord sat with us), iriformed 
us that he had once been in Eng- 
land for a fortnight, and then chal- 
lenged me directly with the remark

was too much veal in France. This 
little duel, during which everybody, 
including the duellists, was laughing, 
went on for a minute or two more, 
the scarcity of good bread to the 
north of the Channel and of good tea 
to the south being the only further 
x0ints I can now call to mind. 

“Ts not this absurd ‘international 
contest’ typical of many of thoge 
greater troubles of which we hear 80 
much now and again? It is because 
of our différences of character, and 
of production, intellectual.and ma- 
terial, that we are so valuable to each 
other, apart from the vital necessi- 
‘ies of our geographical position. On 
the day when France and England 
eease to be the friends, the hope of 
% better world will rapidly fade away. 
But none of us will be alive to see 
that dreary morn.”

CORRESPONDENT of the 
London Obsetver recently 
went to Mona to interview 
the Prince and\ owner of that 

famous, little comic opera country 
which Monte Carlo has made famous. 
He writes: 

This is where all the old-fashioned 
theatre curtains were born. Here 
vou have in a single visia, from al- 
most anywhere in Monaco, conven~ 
tional compositions of rugged moun- 
tains, gorgeous flowers, pines 
oalms, marble terraces and fountains, 
tream-colored villas with majolica 
roofs and frescoed eaves, a sapphire- 


turquoise-emerald sea and sparkling 
gunlight, with a picturesque white 
cloud posing prettily in a baby-blue 
sky. 

A policeman in Monaco wears blue 
trousers with a brilliant red stripe, 
41 blue coat blazing with red cords 
and tassels, gilt and silver, braid and 
bras# buttons, and a blue pith helmet 
sorded and trimmed with metal. The 
soldiers in front of the palace have 
all that and in addition plumes of 
ved, white, and blue cock feathers in 
‘heir helmets; to say nothing of their 
bayoneted guns. A corporal adds @ 
Jozen or two medals on his chest, 
nost of them awarded by France for 
yalor in the war. A captain's unt- 
form baffles mere words to describe. 
Then there Is in that army of nearly 
sighty men a colonel. 

tT went up to the fortress-castle- 
galace of the Prince of Monaco to see 
just how uneasy lies th head that 
wears his crown. For all its beauty 
the imposing structure with its pon- 
jerous bastions, rampes, turrets, tow- 
ars, castellated walls, and noble 
driveways, brings a smile to one's

tration frum~aa_‘‘Prisoner of Zenda” 
story. As you stalfd-in front of the 
palace in the incredibly pretty gquare 
between it and the tiny town of 

aco, with its toy-like streets and 
houses, all as clean as a stage set 
on opening night, you hear a flourish 
of trumpets. 

I found Albert Grimaldi, Prince of 
Monaco, not in the palace, -but stand- 
ing before his desk in his laboratory 
at the Oceanographic Museum with a 
blue denim apron over a well-worn 
business suit such as would not have 
attracted notice on the streets of 
Toronto or Montreal. 

He is a quiet, almost diffident eld- 
erly gentleman with a short grey 
beard, mild eyes that might be called 
grey or brown, the features of a 
Frenchman of upper middle class and 
a good out-of-doors complexion. He 
was at his beloved hobby, the science 
of oceanpography. The splendid 
granite museum he has built and fur- 
nished contains perhaps the most 
complete collection and history of 
deep-sea life in the world. 

He speaks English idiomatically 
and without accent, but with a slight- 
ly French intonation. His manner 
alternates between a consciousness of 
the amusing features of bis little 
kingdom and a deep seriousness when 
he speaks of its future. 

I asked him, as ruler, what was his 
outstanding political problem, 

“Democracy,” he answered slowly. 
“You see, up to about ten years ago 
I was absolute monarch, as were all 
the Grimaldis for centuries back. 
But the age is increasingly one of 
democracy, constitutional govern- 
ment, popular legislatures. So I said 
to my people that we in Monaco 
ought not to be behind the times. 
‘The day of autocracy is past,’ I told 
them. ‘You shall have a constitution, 
the latest word in democratic char- 
ters. You shall make your own laws. 
You shall govern yourselves. I have 
divided Monaco into twenty-four dis- 
tricts. Let each of them elect a re- 
presentative and these shall be your 
national legislature.’ ae 

“Well, I had to do a great deal of 
explaining to my people. Théy took 
it into their héads that I was trying 
to foist on them work which rightly 
should be done by me. ‘We've got 
along for centuries without this new- 
fangled fol-de-rol,’ they said to me. 
‘Why bother us now to change?’ ‘Be- 
cause you have to keep up with the 
times,’ I told them. ‘What is the 
matter with our modernity?’ they de- 
manded. “Haven’t we automatic ele~ 
tric lifts, the most modern transit. 
faultless paving, electric Jights in-the 
humblest villa, power plants, 19°3- 
model school houses and hospitals, 
telephones in every home, and so on‘ 
‘But not a modern Government,’ ” 
retorted. “Well, that is your work,’ 
they said. ‘We have our own to at 
tend to.’ ”’ 

I looked so incredulous that %e 
shook his head and smiled. 

“Tt is only too true,” he said with 
a not too care-free look. 

“Yt hope to make this harbor the 
port for Switzerland,” the Prin 
said earnestly. ‘“‘Why not? We are 
tunnelling and building railroads, 
and when we are through the short- 
est route from the Mediterranean to 
Switzerland will be by the way 9f this 
harbor. When my plan materializes 
Monte Carlo will be less important 
than the harbor of, Monaco; and 
when that day comes the gambling 
goes.”’

PAPYRUS. 


{Vill Old Method of Paper-Making Be 
Tried Again? 


In the present world-wide shortage 
of paper it is not strange that in the 
dearch for new materials some atten- 
tion should be paid to the remark- 
ible plant which was first employed 
for this purpose and from which 
paper takes its very name. The 
oupyrus reed, or Cyperus papyrus, 
was first used in Egypt, for the mak- 
ng of paper. The Egyptians in fact 
nade many’ uses of this remarkable 
slant growing in the shallow waters 
of the Nile. The main root of the 
plant, which is about as thick as a 
man’s wrist, lies in a horizontal posi- 
tion, while smaller roots extend 
iownward from it into the mud and 
the stem rises into the air. These 
stems are triangular and tapering 
in shape and bear a picturesque tuft 
or umbei at the top which was com- 
pared by Pliny to a thyrus, the 
erowned and garlanded staff berne 
by devotees of Bacchus in their 
revels. 

This tufted head was used for the 
making of garlands wherewith to 
crown the images of the gods and 
wreathe their shrines. The root was 
used to make various utensils as well 
as for fuel. The pith contained in the 
stem was a common article of food 
both raw and cooked. The great value 
of the plant, however, lay in the 
stem; this is commonly six to ten 
feet long, and a recent British inves- 
tigator declares that along the upper 
Nile, where the plant , still grows, 
though it is now extinct along the 
lower Nile, the stems often exceed 
fifteen feet in length. From the stem 
not only writing material was’ made, 
but also cord; rope and cloth, mats, 
sails and boats. A certain piece of 
sculpture has been found belonging 
to the fourth dynasty, in which men 
are shown building e light skiff with 
stems cut from a neighboring plan- 
tation of papyrus. Some authorities 
indeed believe that the bulrushes 
mentioned in the Bible were really 
papyrus plants. 

How the papyrus was used by the 
ancients for purpose of making pa- 
per is described by M. Tevis, in a 
contribution to the Scientific Amer- 
ican: 

“The triangular stem was cut into 
ongitudinal strips, those from the 
cene f the plant being the broad- 


est and most valuable. These strips” 


were placed side by side on a board, 
forming a layer of suitable width, 
which was then covered with another 
layer of shorter strips laid at right 
angles, The sheet thus formed was 
soaked in the waters of the Nile, 
which caused the eng layers to ad- 
here firmly to each déther, probably 
from the liberation of some sort of 
glutinous matter in the substance of 
the stem itself. The sheet was then 
pressed and dried in the sun, after- 
ward being polished with oil of cedar 
by means of ivory or a smooth shell. 
To form a roll the sheets were join- 
d together with paste. 

The use of papyrus spread from 


Egypt to Greece and Italy and thence 


over Europe; it was finally super- 
seded by vellum, but did not entirely 
fiisappear until about the twelfth 
century, :

Of recent years the papyrus plant | 


has been freshly studied by British 
authorities. In a late report made 
by certain British investigators it is 
stated that for a distance of 300 
miles along the upper Nile, it is at 
times exceedingly difficult to keep 
the main channel clear because of 
the enormous quantities of papyrus 
and other water plants which choke 
it, while all the tributary streams ih 
this region are blocked for many 
miles. This dense vegetation 
known by the general name of 
“sudd,” and experienced observers 
estimate that it covers not less than 
5,000 square miles, forming an im- 
mense store of valuable material 
either for fuel or for other purposes. 
It is estimated, indeed, that there 
is a store of 144,000,000 tons of sudd 


in this area. Employed as fuel this |

Crude paper pulp, known in the 
trade as “half stuff,” is readily ob- 
tainable, according to experiments 
made by an English chemist, by heat- 
ing the papyrus stem either green or 
dry under pressure, to about 150 de-

being required. The air-dried papy- 


rus yields about 40 per cent, of dry | | 


“half stuff’ and about 20 per cent 
of dried bleached pulp. The paper 


made from this pulp is of very fine 


quality. Still more recent research at 
the laboratory in Khartoum shows 
that papyrus stems, when treated 
with hot water, under a pressure of 
about four atmospheres, yield prac- 
tically all their mineral matter and 
most of the protem to the solution, 
while the residue constitutes satis- 
factory crude paper pulp. 


Pumice as a Depilator. 

Pumice stone is, according to Dr. 
L. Merian of Basel, Switzerland, the 
best means of removing unsightly 
growths of hair. He first rubs the 
spot from two to ten minutes with 
strong soap leaving the lather on for 
five to fifteen minutes. It is then 
washed off, the place is dried and the 
skin gently rubbed with a piece of 
fine pumice stone, twisting a little, 
while the skin is held taut with the 
fingers of the other hand. Then the 
skin is treated with a cooling salve. 
This is repéated the following even- 
.ing with another part of the skin, 
each part in turn receiving the ap- 
plication once in eight or ten days.

The Centennial Exposition in 
Philadelphia opened its doors exactly 
two months after the telephone had 
learned to talk. 

Mr. Sweet goes on to say: 

“Bell had no intention of going to 
the Centennial himself. He was too 
poor. For his three or four years of 
inventing he had received nothing as 
yet-—nothing but his patent. 

“But one Friday afternoon, toward 


the end of June, his aweetheart, 
Mabel Hubbard, was taking the train 
for the Centennial; and he went to 
the depot to say good-bye. Here Miss 
Hubbard learned for the first time 
that Bell was not to go. She coaxed 
and pleaded without effect. Then 
as the train was starting, leaving 
Bell on the platform, the affectionate 
young girl could no ‘loger control 
her feelings and was overcome by a 
passion of tears. At this the suscep- 
tible Bell, without ticket or baggage, 
dashed after the moving train and 
sprang aboard. 

“Ag it happened, this impromptu 
trip to the Centennial proved to be 
one of the most timely acts of his 
life.

“On the other hand,” the doctor 
is quoted as saying, “art and: litera- 
ture of the past, well up into the 
eighteenth century, show that every- 
one, rich and poor, young and old, 
men and women, all wore nightcaps, 
The linen or cotton headgear for bed 
was just as common as the night- 
gown. 

“Toward the end of the eighteenth 
century the nightcap began to fall in- 
to disuse, and in less than 100 years 
it has practically disappeared. To-day 
it is unheard of in France, in North 
America, in England, in Italy, in Ger- 
many—it is worn nowhere. — 

“But, on the other hand, the need 
of protection. for the head during the 
night has increased during the last 
century. The average brain to-day is 
larger and héavier than it was 100 
years ago. The brain is larger, but 
not the head. A man’s cranium—or 
a woman’s, for that matter—has not 
changed in average size for more 
than twenty centuries. But the brain 
is constantly getting bigger and 
heavier.

If we go back to the reign of 
George III. we find that this mon- 
arch sent to the Houses of Lords and 
Commons on the 20th of February, | | 
1772, a message claiming the right 
of approving of all marriages of roy- 
alty in England. In consequence of 
this communication a bill was intro- 
duced into Parliament and finally 
-passed by which descendants of the 
King, over twenty-five years of age, 
on giving the Privy Council twelve 
months previous notice, might, at the 
expiration of that period, marry 
without the royal consent, unless the 


Lords and Commons en masse should 
declare their disapprobation of it. 
It is interesting to know that the 
bill mentioned originated in the mar 
riage of George IIl.’s brothers—the 
Duke of Gloucester and Lady Walde- 
grave, and the Duke of Cumberland 
with Mrs, Horton, neither of which 
unions had been recognized at court. 
Love does not always play the 
leading part in the matrimonial alli- 
ances of reigning families. In many 
instances they are determined solely 
by dynastic or political consider- 
ations, with little regard to the 
princes and princesses. So it happens 
that royal marriages, often arranged 
for reasons of state, do not always 
prove to have been “made in 
Heaven.” ; 
It can be said without fear of con- 
tradiction, however, that the King of 
Spain’s choice of Princess Ena of 
Battenburg as his queen was dictated 
solely by his love for a gentle and 
attractive young girl.. Princess Ena. 
certainly brought romance to an al- 
ready romantic Spain, but in so doing 
she forfeited her right—although a 
remote one—of -succession to the 
British throne. 
The present reigning House of Bri- 
tain occupies the throne under the 
Act of Settlement of 1700; which 
stipulates that any, member of it who 
shall be united in marriage with a 
Roman Catholic shall forfeit all right 
to the crown. The Act in question, 
by the way, does not prohibit matri-~ 
monial alliances with adherents of 
the Greek Rite, and it will be re 
membered that the late Duke of 
Edinburgh, King Edward’s sailor 
brother, married the Grand Duchess 
Marie of Russia without endangering 
his right to a place in the line of 
succession to the throne. 

More than one male member of the 
British royal family has married ac- 
cording to his own heart and against 
the law of the court. William IV. led 
Mrs. Jordan to the altar, and 
George IV. married Mrs. Fitzherbert. 
When there were rumors, during the 
reign of George III., that there. had 
been a legal wedding between his eld- 
est son and this lady, the marriage 
was pfiblicly and officially. denied. 
Had proofs of its occurrence been 
available at the time, it is probable 
that the prince would not have been 
allowed to ascend, the’ throne, for 
Mrs. Fitzherbert was a Roman 
Catholic. ; 

The late Duke of Cambridg¢ had a 
horror of marriage de convenance 
politique, as matrimonial alliances of 
reigning families are described in 
diplomatic phraseology, and he cre- 
ated somewhat of a sensation - by 
marrying a lady of his own choice. 
That lady was Miss Loujsa Fare- 
brother, an actress of great beauty, 
who won the public fancy as Colum- 
bine in a Drury Lane pantomime.

| Melons ‘are in the class of vege- 
tables which require a warm temper- 
atture for their growth. The length 
of time that they require to mature 
any quantity of fruit is longer than 
our period of fréedom from frost. 
For this reason we generally start 
the seed in a hotbed and give it at 
least one transplanting before setting 
in the field. There are two methods 
of growing melons: one which is used 
with the small or Rocky Ford type 
of melons, the other for the large 
Montreal. The young plants are 
| started the same way in either case. 
The seed should be started about 
the 1st-15th of May in small pots 
filled within % of an inch of the top 
with loose. mellow loam; place the 
seed on this and cover with % of an 
inch of sand. Keep them at a tem- 
perature of 75 deg. with sufficient 
water. When they have outgrown 
this small pot they should be trans- 
planted to 6-inch pots. We grow two 
plants of Rocky Ford melons in a pot, 
but only one of the Montreal type. 
For the small melons we generally 
plant them in hills four feet, apart. 
We dig out a hole at each place, fill 
it nearly to the top with fresh horse 
manure prepared as if for a hotbed, 
then cover with six inches of soil. In 
this soil we set the young plants 
when danger of frost is over. If we 
wish them a little earlier, we may 
cover them with a small cold frame 
out 30 inches ‘square. After (three

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Power of Waves. 


Some experiments have been car- 
ried out in Japan by I. Hiroi with a 
view to the determination and ulilz- 
ation of the power of waves. A wave 
two feet high represents 1 h.p. per 
linear foot, and at this rate at least 
5,000,000 h.p. is being wasted on the 
Pacific coast of Japan. At Cape Taito 
waves rarely exceed five feet in 
height or fall short of two feet in 
calm weather.

Raising Rhubarb. 

The easiest way to start a rhubarb 
bed is to buy roots, and if they are 
too large, to split in sections with a 
spade, being sure that each section 
has a bud in it. These are then plant- , 
ed three feet apart in the row with 
the bud just below the surface of the 
ground.

Despite occa- 
sional views which sometimes appear 
narrow, his general outlook on life 
and politics is essentially idealistic 
in the best sense. Lord Milner is a 
weird combination of rampant Tory- 
ism in its generally accepted mean- 
ing, and of a much more enlightened 
and humane creed. 

The new Viscount Astor, formerly 
Major Vincent Waldorf Astor,\is one 
of a number of “Young Tories” ~ho 
have devoted themselves to social re- 
forms, earning a deep debt of grati- 
tude from their countrymen, 

The outstanding example of the 
“Tory Radical’ is Philip Kerr. This 
young Oxonian is the heir to a duke- 
dom; but before the war he used 
much of his enormous influence, both 
inside the Tory party and without, 
towards policies of social. readjust- 
ment and regeneration. Since the 
war, a8 confidential adviser to Lloyd 
George, his attention has been occu- 
pied almost entirely with foreign af- 
fairs, but it is hoped’that, as times 
become normal again, he will\resume 
his interests in domestic problems, 
too. 

All of whlch goes to show that, 
although Liberalism and Toryism, as 
represented in political parties bear- 
ing their names, go different paths 
and have different outlooks, there is, 
between them, a half-way land where 
their ideals and their practices meet.
